In  giving  the  patrons  and  members  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  a 
report  of  its  administration  for  the  past  year,  the  Directors  would 
state  that  it  has  been  their  desire  to  extend  the  benefits  of  the  Insti- 
tution to  the  greatest  possible  number,  to  procure  for  them  the  best 
medical  help  and  greatest  physical  comfort,  and  to  accomplish  this 
with  the  utmost  economy  practicable.  They  believe  that  the  record 
will  bear  the  strictest  investigation. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  was  1,516,  against 
1,330  for  the  previous  year ;  being  a  daily  average  of  114.84  as 
against  93.62,  or  an  increase  of  over  21  patients  daily.  To  do  this, 
the  number  of  employees  has  not  been  increased,  while  the  food  sup 
,  plies  have  cost  less  by  about  $2,000  than  during  the  year  1875  ;  the 
cost  of  food  for  each  inmate  being  26|-  cents  per  day. 

Having  been  enabled,  by  the  results  of  the  Fair  held  during 
December  last,  not  only  to  replace  the  Sinking  Fund,  but  also  to 
obtain  the  means  to  make  some  very  needful  repairs  and  improve- 
ments, we  would  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Building 
Committee,  showing  what  has  been  accomplished,  and  the  way  the 
money  has  been  expended.  It  was  absolutely  necessary  to  provide 
the  Hospital  with  additional  heating  apparatus,  a  proper  house  for 
the  dead,  and  a  room  for  surgical  operations.  The  Board  of  Directors, 
therefore,  did  not  hesitate  to  use  a  part  of  the  funds  so  generously 
donated,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  all  these  improvements. 
The  total  expense  incurred  has  been  about  $17,000.  We  invite 
their  inspection,  believing  that  they  are  thoroughly  adapted  for  their 
purposes  ;  they  having  been  carried  out  under  the  careful  supervision 
of  the  architect,  Mr.  H.  Fernbach  ;  other  alterations  have  yet  to 
be  made,  and  plans  for  them  are  now  being  digested.  It  is  our 
hope  to  bring  the  Mouut  Sinai  Hospital,  in  all  its  appointments,  into 
the  front  rank  of  its  sister  institutions  of  this  city. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  Executive  and 
Finance  Committees,  which  contain  the  details  of  the  workings  of 
this  great  charity  ;  we  rely  upon  an  ever  warm-hearted,  generous 
[  public  to  support  it  by  its  patronage  and  membership.  Our  receipts 
I  from  these  sources  are  not  sufficient,  by  far,  to  cover  the  running 
j  expenses,  and  while  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  a  balance  of 
I  $33,000  on  hand  on  December  1st,  it  must  be  remembered  that 
}  $12,500  of  this  belongs  to  the  Sinking  Fuud,  and  $12,000,  more  or 
|  less,  are  still  due  for  cost  of  the  above-mentioned  improvements,  so 
j  that  but  $8,000  to  $9,00J  remain,  applicable  to  the  maintenance  of 
|     the  Hospital.

The  practice  of  erecting  tablets  in  our  wards,  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  departed  relatives  and  friends,  cannot  be  too  highly  com- 
mended. Four  such  memorials  have  been  added  during  the  past 
year  to  those  previously  existing,  and  another  will  soon  express  our 
gratitude  for  the  legacy  left  the  Hospital  by  the  late  Lewis  Phillips. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  legacy  left  by  the 
late  Max  Heidelbach. 

The  outdoor  department  has  gained  in  attendance  very  consider- 
ably, and  a  very  satisfactory  system  of  order  has  been  introduced. 

To  our  medical  and  dispensary  staff,  who  have  with  unflagging 
devotion  given  their  time  and  skill  for  the  relief  of  the  suffering 
poor,  we  tender  our  sincere  thanks;  their  efforts  have  been  well 
rewarded,  by  seeing  so  large  a  number  of  convalescents  and  cured 
leave  our  Hospital.  Let  us  hope  that  Divine  Providence  will  enable 
all  who  are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  an  institution  which  opens 
wide  its  doors  to  the  poor  and  helpless,  without  distinction  of  creed 
or  nationality,  which  asks  no  questions  and  imposes  no  restrictions, 
except  that  the  applicant  come  within  its  rules  of  admission,  to  con- 
tinue their  labors,  and  that  its  friends  may  increase  and  multiply,  so 
that  every  corner  of  its  noble  building  may  be  made  available,  and 
be  dedicated  to  its  holy  work.

Schedules  "E  "  and  "F"  are  detailed  statements  of  the  Perpetual 
Bed  and  Life  Bed  Accounts;  schedule  "G"  presents  an  exhibit  of 
the  Hospital  Building  and  Property  Accounts ;  and  schedule  "H" 
is  the  balance  sheet  of  the  books. 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  Treasurer's  accounts  and  found 
the  same  correct. 

By  a  comparison  of  the  Support  Account  of  this  year  with  that  of 
the  year  previous,  we  find  the  expenses  of  the  Institution  reduced  by 
the  amount  of  $2,280.52,  while,  at  the  same  time,  its  wards  have 
been  opened  to  a  much  larger  number  of  applicants,  in  both  the 
Indoor  and  the  Dispensary  Department,  than  at  any  previous  periods.

The  generosity  displayed  by  the  community  towards  us  during 
the  late  Hospital  Fair,  as  also  various  bequests,  made  to  us  by 
benevolent  members  of  our  faith,  have  largely  increased  our 
resources. 

The  net  result  of  the  Fair  was  $115,229.08,  of  which  $90,000  were 
used  for  the  reinstatement  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  $77,595  thereof 
having  been  invested  on  first  mortgages  on  improved  real  estate  in 
the  city  of  New  York  (schedule  I),  worth  at  least  double  the  amount 
loaned  thereon,  and  the  balance  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasure r,  to 
be  similarly  applied. 

The  remaining  amount  has  been  reserved  to  meet  contracts, 
already  made,  for  permanent  improvements  specified  in  the  report  oi 
the  Building  Committee. 

Through  the  munificent  bequest  of  the  late  Lewis  Phillips,  Esq., 
the  sum  of  $3,209.01  has  already  been  paid  to  us,  and  we  also  own 
a  one-fourth  interest  in  three  (3)  mortgages,  assigned  by  his  execu- 
tors jointly  to  the  Hebrew  Benevolent  and  Orphan  Asylum  Society, 
the  Hebrew  Free  School  Society,  the  Hebrew  Free  Burial  Society, 
and  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
$35,761.94. 

The  Finance  Committee  would  suggest  that  proper  recognition  be 
taken  of  the  great  liberality  displayed  by  the  deceased  toward  our 
charity,  by  commemorating  it  in  some  suitable  manner  on  the  part 
of  our  institution. 

We  are  also  enabled  to  gratefully  record  various  other  legacies 
and  bequests  (schedule  B),  and  donations  (schedule  C),  amongst 
which  an  award  made  to  us  by  the  Board  of  Apportionment,  to 
the  amount  of  $4,248,  deserves  special  and  grateful  mention. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  people  of  this  community  are  keeping 
us  in  good  remembrance,  and  in  return  for  the  great  encouragement 
we  have  received,  and  are  continually  receiving,  we  shall  earnestly 
endeavor  to  extend  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  to  a  still  larger 
number  of  the  suffering  poor  and  afflicted.

Report  of  tlxe  gstctitiuc  Committee* 


To  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  : 

Gentlemen:  With  far  different  than  their  usual  feelings  did  your 
Executive  Committee  enter  upon  their  duties  for  the  present  year. 
Heretofore,  we  have  been  constrained,  year  by  year,  gradually 
but  surely  to  encroach  upon  our  Sinking  Fund,  until  it  had 
entirely  disappeared  ;  for,  as  you  are  all  well  aware,  our  receipts  were 
far  less  than  our  disbursements,  our  patrons  and  members  were 
decreasing  in  numbers,  and  we  scarcely  knew  which  way  to  turn  to 
supply  our  pressing  necessities;  we  felt  that  a  sacred  charge  had 
been  intrusted  to  us,  and  that  our  best  endeavors  were  due  and  must 
be  given  to  our  noble  charity,  and  feeling  this  we  determined  on  the 
decisive  action  long  contemplated,  of  holding  a  Fair  in  aid  of  the 
Hospital.  Its  magnificent  result  is  known  to  you'all ;  the  Jewish  heart 
is  ever  ready  to  respond  to  humanity's  call,  and  our  appeal  was  not  in 
vain. 

Our  Committee  during  the  past  year  have  held  fifty-three  meetings, 
and  have  passed  on  1,56G  applications  for  admission,  and  of  this  num- 
ber 1,466  were  treated  gratuitously  and  fifty  were  pay  patients,  while 
from  the  House  Physician's  report  you  will  perceive  that  154  were 
refused,  for  the  reason  that  their  cases  did  not  come  within  the 
scope  of  hospital  treatment.  Of  this  large  number  over  one-third 
were  refused  because  they  were  consumptive,  but  nevertheless  many 
were  treated  in  our  out-door  department.  The  whole  number  of 
patients  treated  during  the  year  was  1,516,  of  which  104  were  remain- 
ing in  the  Hospital  at  the  date  of  our  last  report;  964  patients  were 
discharged  cured,  320  improved,  23  not  improved,  and  25  left  before 
treatment. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  was  114.84,  and  their  average 
stay  in  the  Hospital  was  27J  days. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  will  appear  large,  having 
aggregated  74,  but  of  these  18  were  from  consumption,  17  from  other 
incurable  diseases,  and  15  were  admitted  into  the  Hospital  in  an 
entirely  hopeless  condition.  In  our  out  deor  <Ur  ailment  a  largely 
increased  number  were  treated  and  prescriptions  prepared  for  them. 
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The  amount  of  good  resulting  from  our  out-door  department  and 
dispensary  is  very  great,  and  while  relieving  the  suffering  and  deserv- 
ing poor  to  an  immense  extent,  it  also  prevents  the  strain  on  our 
Hospital,  which  otherwise  could  not  be  avoided,  as  without  these 
departments  many  more  cases  would  necessarily  have  to  be  admitted 
into  the  wards  of  the  Hospital. 

The  little  children  of  the  Orphan  Asylum,  we  regret  to  state,  have 
demanded  considerable  care  and  attention  from  us ;  it  is  our  duty 
and  pride  to  be  able  to  assist  so  noble  a  charity,  while  we  can  but 
grieve  that  so  many  of  their  number  during  the  past  year  have  been 
stretched  on  the  bed  of  sickness. 

We  have  also  gladly  and  earnestly  co-operated  with  your  other 
great  Benevolent  Association,  the  United  Hebrew  Charities,  and 
have  admitted  many  of  their  beneficiaries  as  patients,  and  in  no  uase 
have  we  refused  any  of  them  admittance,  unless  it  was  absolutely 
impossible  to  admit  them  under  our  rules. 

The  Visiting  Committee  has  been  prompt  and  faithful  in  atten- 
dance at  the  Hospital,  hearing  complaints  (if  any),  and  cheering  the 
sick  with  words  of  comfort  and  good  advice.  Probably  not  a  day 
has  passed  during  the  entire  year,  that  at  least  one  of  your  directors 
has  not  visited  the  Hospital. 

We  can  but  reiterate  our  sense  of  the  great  debt  due  our  medical  1 
staff  for  their  invaluable  services.  At  all  times  and  in  all  weathers  [ 
they  have  never  neglected  their  duties,  seeking  their  reward  only  in  [ 
the  consciousness  of  benefiting  their  fellow-men. 

Also  to  the  special  staff  of  the  Dispensary  our  thanks  are  eminently  { 
due ;  they  too  have  always  been  constant  and  earnest  in  their  labors,  | 
Our  new  House  Physician,  Dr.  A.  Schapringer,  and  his  assistants,  | 
Drs.  Nicholson  and  Davidson,  are  to  be  commended  for  their  con-  | 
cientious  and  kind  attention  to  our  patients ;  their  duties  are  laborious  { 
and  burdensome,  yet  they  have  never  shrunk  from  fulfilling  them. 

Our  Superintendent,  Mr.  L.  B.  Simon,  merits  our  warmest  thanks  j 
for  his  devotion  to  the  cause  in  which  he  is  engaged,  always  ready  = 
and  at  his  post.  We  can  but  express  our  unqualified  satisfaction  at  | 
the  manner  in  which  he  has  filled  his  position.  To  his  amiable  and  [ 
ever  willing  wife  we  also  tender  our  thanks  for  the  kind  care  bestowed  | 
on  our  patients,  and  the  assistance  she  has  rendered  her  husband  in  } 
his  duties. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Rev.  Drs.  Adler,  Einhorn,  Gottheil,  | 
Huebsch,  Isaacs,  Jacobs,  Lyons,  and  Mendes,  who  have  not  been  j 
backward  in  their  visits  to  our  Institution.    They  have  sought,  by  | 
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}  their  frequent  presence  and  by  their  good  words,  to  alleviate  the 
sorrows  of  the  sick  and  to  heal  the  wounded  heart,  and  with  the 
divine  coinfoits  of  religion  to  assuage  the  grief  and  misery  of  our  poor 
{  sufferers.  Their  reward  is  not  of  this  world,  norMo  they  ask  it.  Again 
|  we  thank  them  for  their  many  visits  to  our  Hospital.  The  Ladies' 
I  Auxiliary  Society  have  not  faltered  or  hesitated  in  their  labor  of 
I  love  ;  their  pathway  through  our  halls  has  been  strewn  with  flowers  : 
I  flowers  of  kindness  to  the  sick,  of  sympathy  to  the  mourner,  and  of 
|  peace,  love,  and  good  deeds  to  all.  Worthy  descendants  of  a  Rachel 
|  and  a  Miriam,  they  are  indeed  "Mothers  in  Israel,"  and  are  rearing 
|  for  themselves  a  monument  more  enduring  than  brass  or  marble. 
I      .May  the  Almighty  spare  them  for  a  long  and  happy  life. 

Again  we  tender  our  heartful  thanks  to  the  Flower  Charities  and 
I  the  Ladies'  Flower  Mission,  and  to  the  Xew  York  Stock  Exchange, 
|  for  their  kindness  in  sending  flowers  to  the  suffering  inmates  of  our 
|  Hospital.  Their  gifts  have  brightened  the  sick  and  weary,  and  made 
{  them  feel  that  even  in  this  great  wilderness  of  people  they  are  not 
[  forgotten. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  on  our  part  to  refer  to  the  propriety  of  estab- 
|     lishing  at  some  future  day  a  Home  for  incurables  of  our  persuasion. 
|     The  necessity  and  usefulness  of  such  an  Institution  must  be  patent 
}     to  all  of  you,  and  we  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant,  when  the 
existence  of  such  a  home,  established  on  a  liberal  basis,  will  be  an 
I      honor  and  a  credit  to  our  Jewish  Community.    It  would  greatly 
1     relieve  our  Hospital  from  the  pressure  which  is  often  experienced  by 
|     us,  and  serve  to  alleviate  the  sorrows  and  afflictions  of  very  many  of 
our  co-religionists,  who  now,  alas  !  are  doomed  to  suffer  in  the  bed  of 
sickness,  without  sufficient  if  any  means  to  alleviate  even  their  most 
I     pressing  necessities. 

We  hope,  with  the  return  of  prosperity  to  our  city,  that,  inconnec- 
|     tion  with  our  charitable  brethren,  we  may  be  able  to  accomplish  the 
{     erection  of  an  establishment  of  this  kind,  either  associated  with  our 
|     own  Hospital  or  as  a  separate  Institution  working  by  itself  its  own 
good  deeds  and  alleviating  the  miseries  of  the  afflicted.      With  a 
Jewish  population  of  at  least  75,000  in  this  city  alone,  this  ought 
1  not  to  be  difficult  of  accomplishment.    Will  not  some  of  our  wealthy 
brethren  aid  us  in  this  work,  which  would  indeed  be  the  crowning 
|      act  in  the  establishment  of  Jewish  charities  in  this  city  ? 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  we  take  great  pleasure  in  calling  your 
|  attention  to  the  workings  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year.  The 
j     figures  you  will  find  elaborated  in  the  other  reports  ;  we  will  only 
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mention  the  fact  that,  while  our  average  number  of  patients  this  year 
has  been  114.84,  against  93.62  for  last  year,  yet  we  have  succeeded 
in  reducing  the  expenses  for  food,  etc.,  more  than  two  thousand 
dollars  ($2,000). 

We  further  would  congratulate  you  on  the  good  works  that  have 
[  been  accomplished  during  the  past  year,  as  well  as  the  position  the 
I  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  has  assumed,  and  we  believe  rightfully  holds, 
|  amongst  kindred  Institutions  of  the  land.  Our  good  name  is  not  alone 
j      confined  to  the  city  in  which  we  labor :  many  and  many  have  been 

the  applications  we  have  received  from  distant  places;  for  the  atten- 
[  tionthat  is  given,  the  food  which  is  furnished,  and  the  skill  which  is 
|  displayed  by  our  physicians  in  the  treatment  of  patients,  is  well  and 
{     favorably  known  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land. 

But  ere  we  close  this  our  report  for  the  year,  we  feel  constrained 
j  to  call  attention  to  the  position  of  our  roll  of  patrons  and  members, 
j  On  these  must  we  depend  for  sympathy  and  support.  We  ask  them  to 
j  visit  us  often,  and  at  all  times  are  most  glad  to  have  them  with  us. 
j  If  they  hear  any  cause  for  complaint — for  complaints  may  arise  in  a 
I  large  institution  like  ours — let  them  inform  us  without  delay,  and  we 
|     promise  a  prompt  and  faithful  investigation.    Ours  is  no  light  task, 

and  we  ask  our  friends  to  assist  us  in  it.  We  further  ask  them  to 
|  aid  us  in  securing  us  more  annual  subscribers,  for  on  these  must  we 
j  mainly  depend  for  maintenance  and  certain  support,  and  without 
|  them,  our  usefulness  will  be  curtailed  and  our  very  existence  jeop- 
|  ardized.  If  each  one  of  our  subscribers  will  assist  us  and  obtain  for 
j  us  but  one  patron  or  member,  it  is  all  we  ask  of  them.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  of  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital. 

The  Committee  appointed  for  increasing  and  refitting  the  steam 
heating  apparatus  of  the  Hospital,  to  erect  a  dead-house,  see  to 
necessary  repairs,  and  for  improvements  generally  to  the  Hospital 
buildings,  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  next  to  the  restitution  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  the  main  object 
in  holding  the  great  Fair  last  year  was  to  enable  your  Board  to  give 
to  this  Hospital  that  necessary  overhauling  which  all  new  buildings 
require  after  a  few  years  of  use,  and  more  particularly  so,  in  our  case, 
to  the  steam  fitting  and  the  boiler  apparatus  of  the  Hospital,  which, 
we  regret  to  say,  was  from  the  outset  a  most  insufficient  and  imper- 
fect arrangement.  To  carry  out  the  intentions  of  the  Board,  your 
Committee  called  to  its  counsel,  as  architect,  Henry  Fernbach,  Esq., 
who  reported  to  us  that  the  boilers,  as  used  to  their  utmost  capacity, 
would  not  be  sufficient  to  give  the  required  quantity  of  heat  to  all 
the  buildings ;  and  that,  as  they  were  being  employed  to  their  full- 
est extent  almost  continuously  during  the  winter,  they  were  thereby 
wasting  coal  unnecessarily,  without  being  able  to  perform  what 
was  required  of  them ;  besides  leaving  us  in  danger  of  being 
obliged  to  close  the  Hospital  and  send  our  patients  adrift,  should 
during  the  cold  weather  repairs  become  necessary,  as  there  were 
no  flues  in  the  walls  whereby  the  wards  could  temporarily  be  heated 
with  stoves  or  otherwise.  It  was  therefore  considered  that  here  the 
overhauling  should  commence. 

To  execute  the  required  improvements  in  this  respect,  it  became 
necessary  to  provide : 

1.  For  additional  steam  boilers  ; 

2.  To  erect  new  boiler  vaults  ; 

3.  To  improve  and  almost  wTholly  remodel  and  refit  the  steam  piping 
apparatus  throughout  the  buildings. 

After  receiving  plans  and  specifications  from  the  architect  for  the 
principal  works  which  we  had  resolved  upon,  we  obtained  a  number 
of  estimates  from  responsible  parties,  and  awarded  the  contracts  to 
the  lowest  bidders ;  namely,  for 

Steam  works  and  boilers,  to  Baker,  Smith  &  Co. 

Mason  work,  to  Mark  Eidlitz. 
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Carpenter  work,  to  M.  Magrath. 

Ground  was  broken  in  the  fore  part  of  July,  and  solid  rocky 
|     ground  it  was  which  had  to  be  excavated  to  make  room  for  the  new 

|  boilers. 

j 

Your  committee  will  give  but  a  brief  outline  of  what  has  been 

I  accomplished : 

The  entire  steam  heating  apparatus  has  been  thoroughly  remodeled 

;  and  refitted.     It  may  be  said  that,  with  the  exception  of  some  radi- 

|  ators  and  the  retention  of  the  original  two  boilers,  the  apparatus  has 

|  substantially  been  made  anew,  inasmuch  as  nearly  the  whole  of  the 

j  old  work  had  to  be  undone  to  permit  of  the  proper  carrying  out  of 

j  the  improvements.    All  the  former  steam  mains  and  returns,  which 

were  inadequate  to  perform  their  work,  have  been  replaced  by  pipes 

of  much  larger  capacity.     New  rising  lines  and  returns  have  been 

5  run  on  the  walls  throughout  the  several  wards,  and  in  other  parts, 

[  to  supply  the  steam  to  the  radiators  and  coils  in  the  several  stories, 

{  each  being  controlled  separately  from  the  basement.     The  pipes 

I  previously  used  for  that  purpose,  which  were  placed  within  flues  in 

[  the  walls  and  so  near  to  the  outside  surface  that  a  great  portion  of 

|  the  heat  was  lost  by  condensation,  had  to  be  abandoned,  as  they 

could  not  be  taken  out  without  causing  destruction  of  other  works 

!  of  far  greater  than  their  own  value.     A  number  of  new  radiators 

j  have  been  placed  to  moderately  warm  the  halls  which  heretofore 

I  had  been  almost  without  heat,  causing  a  great  deal  of  cold  air  to  rush 

|  into  the  wards.     While  this  cannot  be  entirely  avoided,  unless  all 

the  entrances  to  the  wards  are  furnished  with  double  sets  of  doors, 

1  there  is  no  doubt  that  by  the  warming  of  the  halls,  the  condition  of 

I  affairs  will  be  greatly  improved.     The  steam  connections  of  the 

I  coils,  supplying  the  hot  water  tanks,  have  in  part  been  renewed,  and 

{  the  steam  engine  in  laundry  refitted.    The  rocks  have  been  removed, 

I  and  a  handsome  boiler  vault  has  been  expressly  built  to  receive  two 

I  new  tubular  steam  boilers;  these  are  of  forty  effective  horse  power 

j  each,  and  are  constructed  in  the  very  best  manner  and  provided  with 

|  all  latest  improvements.     The  two  boilers,  originally  erected  when 

!  the  Hospital  was  built  and  which  were  inefficient  formerly,  have 

|  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  refitted  and  reset,  and  furnished  with  a 

{  new  cast  iron  front  equal  to  that  of  the  new  boilers,  their  capacity 

I  being  35  horse  power  each.    There  is  now  at  your  command  in  the 

I  four  boilers  a  generative  heat  of  150  horse  power,  sufficient  for  any 

|  emergency.     The  work  has  been  so  arranged  that  any  one  boiler 

|  may  be  used  singly  or  in  combination  with  one  or  more  of  the  others. 
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In  this  way  the  steam  supply  can  be  increased  and  decreased  at  will. 
Here  it  may  l>e  well  to  mention,  that,  whilst  the  heating  capacity 
lias  been  so  largely  increased,  the  consumption  of  fuel  will  be  little 
if  any  more  than  formerly.  In  ordinary  weather,  only  one  or  two  of 
the  boilers  need  to  be  used,  and  they  need  not  be  strained  to  their 
utmost  capacity,  thereby  preventing  the  former  waste  of  fuel,  whilst 
the  extremely  cold  weather,  which  usually  lasts  but  a  short  time, 
finds  us  prepared  to  furnish  the  full  extent  of  heat  which  may  be 
required.  Each  of  the  wings  and  the  centre  building  receive  their 
supply  from  a  separate  large  steam  main,  controlled  by  stop  cocks, 
where  they  enter  the  ducts.  The  boilers  have  been  set  in  pairs,  the 
fires  facing  each  other,  and  the  steam  gauges  placed  within  ready 
sight,  thereby  enabling  the  engineer  to  more  readily  watch  the  boil- 

I  ers  and  attend  to  his  duties;  one  of  the  boilers  can  almost  always  be 
reserved  to  allow  of  the  fires  being  changed,  and  each  boiler  to  be 
cleaned  at  the  proper  time. 

In  locating  the  new  boilers  and  resetting  the  original  ones,  care 
has  been  had  to  make  arrangements  for  withdrawing  and  replacing 
boiler  tubes,  whenever  such  should  become  necessary,  without  being 
obliged  to  tear  up  and  remove  the  boiler.  A  great  deal  of  expense 
and  no  little  annoyance  will  be  saved  in  the  future  in  this  respect. 
Provision  has  also  been  made  for  ready  means  of  egress  in  case  here- 
after a  boiler  has  to  be  taken  out  and  removed  from  the  building ; 

j     the  same  means  furnish  access  for  putting  in  new  boilers,  when 

|  required. 

The  boiler  rooms  are  cheerful,  well  lighted,  and  airy ;  along  the 
entire  southerly  end  of  the  old  boiler  room  an  opening  six  feet  wide 
|  has  been  made,  covered  with  a  substantal  iron  grating  and  doors  for 
j  hoisting  out  ashes.  A  winter  covering,  made  in  movable  sections, 
{  has  been  provided  over  thci  whole,  to  shut  out  the  cold  air  when  neces- 
|  sary.  The  entire  grating  can  be  readily  taken  up  to  admit  of  any 
large  works  being  removed  from  and  replaced  in  the  boiler  vaults  as 
|     above  indicated. 

During  the  progress  of  the  excavations  for  the  new  boiler  vaults 
j  it  was  found  that,  contrary  to  the  information  given  by  those  who 
j  constructed  the  former  works,  the  foundation  of  the  main  chimney 
|  did  not  reach  by  several  feet  to  the  depth  required  for  the  new  works, 
j  It  therefore  became  necessary  to  support  and  brace  up  the  chimney 
{  and  to  build  a  heavy  embankment  wall  around  its  foundation  to  retain 
the  structure  in  position,  besides  necessitating  an  enlargement  of  two 
I  feet  in  the  length  of  the  boiler  vault.  As  this  could  not  have  been 
I 
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foreseen,  an  extra  expense  had  unavoidably  to  be  incurred  for  the  j 
work  in  question. 

As  provided  by  the  mason's  contract,  the  main  chimney  (the  draft  j 
of  which  was  greatly  impaired,  owing  to  the  chimney  not  being  high  j 
enough  and  the  close  proximity  of  the  Chapin  Home)  has  been  in-  j 
creased  by  an  additional  height  of  fifteen  feet  and  covered  with  a  j 
neat  add  substantial  cast-iron  cap,  in  place  of  the  former  cap,  which 
on  removal  was  found  to  be  rotten  and  to  have  consisted  of  a  mere  j 
sham  work  of  thin  sheet-iron.  A  new  lightning  rod  was  erected  j 
along  the  side  of  the  chimney,  terminating  in  the  boiler  vault.  Both  j 
sets  of  boilers  are  connected  to  the  same  chimney,  the  flue  having  j 
had  to  be  divided  for  some  distance  up  by  an  iron  partition.  The 
draft  appears  to  be  now  all  that  can  be  desired. 

The  new  boiler  vault  is  made  fireproof  by  being  arched  over  in 
brick  on  rolled  iron  beams,  and  levelled  up  with  concrete.  A  sub- 
stantial tin  roof  covers  the  structure,  over  which  has  been  erected  a 
staging  for  drying  clothes,  inclosed  all  around  by  a  neat  slat  fence 
and  railing,  and  accessible  by  a  flight  of  stairs  from  the  yard.  The 
walls  of  the  boiler  vault  are  built  strong  and  substantial  enough  for 
any  permanent  structure  that  it  may  become  desirable  to  erect  on 
them  heieafter. 

In  the  north-east  corner  of  the  grounds,  filling  the  space 
back  of  the  wing  containing  the  female  wards,  a  substantial  one-story 
brick  structure  with  tin  roof  has  been  erected  for  a  dead-house  and 
watch  room,  and  provided  with  all  the  accessories  desirable  for 
the  purpose.  The  walls  are  faced  with  brick  on  the  inside,  there 
being  no  plastering  except  on  the  ceilings. 

The  floor  of  the  watch  room  is  of  wood,  but  that  of  the  dead-house 
is  made  of  Portland  cement,  with  a  base  of  the  same  material  all 
around  the  walls  and  well  joined  to  the  floor,  which  is  inclined  from 
the  four  sides  to  a  cesspool  in  the  centre,  which  in  turn  is  connected 
by  a  separate  drain  to  the  sewer  on  67th  Street,  A  special  pipe  has 
been  laid  down  also  from  the  said  sewer  to  the  new  boiler  vault,  for 
blowing  off  the  boilers— a  thing  for  which  formerly  no  provision 
whatever  existed.  The  dead-house  is  provided  with  hot  and  cold 
water  and  thorough  means  of  ventilation  :  a  special  fresh-air  shaft 
with  movable  register  to  admit  the  air  from  the  outside,  and  a  foul- 
air  duct  by  which  the  air  can  be  withdrawn,  whenever  desirable, 
and  discharged  into  the  fires  of  the  new  boilers. 

The  watch  room  is  heated  by  steam,  the  supply  being  so  arranged 
that  it  can  be  had  both  from  the  steam  main  and  the  so-called  "sum- 
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mer  pipe,"  and  thus  allows  the  room  to  be  warmed  independently  of 
other  parts  of  the  building.  Should  it  at  any  time  become  desirable 
to  have  heat  in  the  dead-house  during  the  performance  of  an  autopsy 
in  winter,  a  small  stove,  with  the  pipe  passed  through  the  cold-air 
I     shaft,  would  form  an  easy  means. 

With  the  erection  of  this  dead-house  and  watch  room  one  of  the 
greatest  necessities  of  the  Hospital  has  been  supplied.  Not  only 
were  we  cramped  for  room  previously,  and  the  last  rites  for  the 
dead  had  to  be  performed  in  an  improper  and  unsightly  place,  uncom- 
fortable to  the  watchers  and  almost  indecent  for  funeral  services, 
but,  what  was  of  most  importance,  the  odors  which  rose  from 
the  dead  went  up  to  the  female  wards,  thereby  endangering  the  health 
of  our  patients  seriously. 

All  this  has  been  changed  and  altered  for  the  better:  a  structure 
has  been  erected  which,  for  the  purpose  it  is  intended  for,  is  all  that 
can  reasonably  be  desired. 

As  the  fence  walls  along  67th  Street,  and  also  on  the  side  of  the 
Chapin  Home,  have  been  made  of  avail  in  the  erection  of  the  new 
buildings,  and  as  the  lower  portion  so  used  lay  entirely  below  the 
grade  of  the  street,  it  became  necessary,  as  a  precaution  to  keep  out 
dampness,  to  thoroughly  cement  and  asphalt  these  walls  on  the  out- 
side where  in  contact  with  the  ground,  and  this  work  has  been  car- 
ried along  up  to  the  main  chimney  of  the  engine  house.  Should 
any  leakage  develop  itself  from  the  grounds  of  the  Chapin  Home 
along  the  remaining  portion,  which  is  not  unlikely,  the  same  remedy 
would  have  to  be  applied  hereafter. 

The  entire  area  or  courtyard  in  front  of  the  fence  on  67th  street, 
which  was  formerly  in  an  unfinished  condition,  and  admitted  a  great 
deal  of  soakage  into  the  hospital  grounds,  has  been  flagged  over  and 
connected  by  a  cesspool  and  branch  drain  with  the  street  sewer. 

The  Neuchatel  asphalt  rock  pavement  of  the  yard  has  been 
extended  up  to  and  finished  around  the  base  of  the  new  buildings, 
and  some  defective  parts  elsewhere  repaired. 

The  courtyard  at  the  main  gateway  on  66th  street,  which  never 
before  had  been  finished,  has  been  paved  with  Belgian  blocks. 

On  the  request  of  the  Dispensary  medical  staff,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  having  a  better  control  over  the  applicants  to  the  department,  an 
outside  entrance  to  the  dispensary  has  been  made  from  the  street,  by 
removing  one  of  the  windows,  and  erecting  a  vestibule  with  double 
doors  and  the  necessary  outside  and  inside  steps. 

The  long  felt  need  of  an  operating  room  for  the  surgeons  has  been 
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supplied  by  taking  a  part  of  the  synagogue,  which  was  larger  than 
required,  and  erecting  a  partition.  A  special  door  was  made  to 
enter  this  room  from  the  hall,  and  it  has  been  supplied  with  hot  and 
cold  water.  The  room  has  been  trimmed  and  wainscoted,  to  corre- 
spond with  the  other  works.  An  operating  table  has  been  furnished 
and  a  platform  raised  and  arranged  for  witnessing  the  operations ;  a 
case  for  preserving  surgical  instruments  has  also  been  supplied. 

It  has  been  heretofore  a  cause  of  great  complaint  that  the  victuals 
served  to  the  patients,  by  their  transit  from  the  kitchen  to  the  wards, 
had  become  cold  and  unpalatable.  Our  cooks  and  nurses  had  tried 
to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  this  objectionable  feature,  but  could  not 
well  succeed,  on  account  of  the  long  distance. 

The  Board  of  Directors,  to  obviate  this  difficulty,  authorized  your 
committee  to  apply  the  proper  remedy,  and  each  of  the  wards  has 
now  been  provided  with  a  neat  and  convenient  warming  table  and 
plate  warmer,  heated  by  steam.  Thus,  the  means  are  now  afforded 
for  serving  the  food  to  the  patients  in  a  warm  state,  even  in  the 
coldest  of  weather. 

The  two  marble  floor  corridors,  connecting  the  main  building  with 
the  wings,  and  which  will  ever  form  a  source  of  complaint  on  account 
of  their  extreme  airiness  and  cold,  have  been  so  far  improved  as  to 
have  had  the  windows  well  secured  with  bolts,  to  prevent  their  being 
blown  open,  and  the  crevices  have  been  fitted  over  with  mouldings, 
and  weather  strips  around  the  head  lights. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  had  repeatedly  notified  the  Ilospi- 

|  tal  authorities  that  the  smoke  Hue  from  the  kitchen,  as  it  passes 
through  the  several  upper  stories,  as  also  the  flooring  under  the 

i     laundry  stove,  and  some  minor  works  were  not  protected  according 

|  to  the  requirements  of  the  law.  It  was  necessary  to  cut  away  the 
plastering  and  furring  in  front  of  the  flue  throughout,  and  to  replace 
the  former  work  with  iron  lath  and  a  substantial  coat  of  plastering. 
This  all  has  been  done  in  a  workmanlike  manner. 

Botli  wings  of  the  hospital  contain  a  number  of  rooms  which  are 
more  than  ordinarily  exposed  to  the  inclemencies  of  wind  and 
weather,  being  on  the  corners;  some  of  them,  though  but  of  small 
size,  have  five  large  and  high  windows.    If  has  been  thought  proper 

!  to  close  some  of  these  windows  from  the  inside  by  board  shutters, 
with  felting  between  them.  This  will  make  useful  to  the  hospital  a 
number  of  rooms  which  heretofore  could  only  be  used  temporarily. 

Thus  we  have  delineated  to  you  the  work  which  has  been  accom- 
plished.   We  trust  that  nothing  has    been  done  which  was  not 
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absolutely  necessary,  and  a  direct  benefit  to  the  hospital.    Dare  we  \ 
say  that  all  that  is  required  has  been  accomplished'?    We  regret  to  I 
be  obliged  to  answer  this  query  in  the  negative.    For,  whilst  there  I 
have  certainly  been  great  improvements  made,  there  is  still  a  spectre  I 
before  us,  that  at  some  future  day  the  water  works  will  have  to  be  j 
treated  in  the  same  manner  as  the  steam  works  have  been  attended  § 
to  now.    We  have  exercised,  as  far  as  possible,  the  strictest  economy  j 
in  carrying  out  these  improvements,  but,  nevertheless,  the  sum  { 
appears  to   be  large.      The  usefulness  of  the  Hospital  depended  { 
on   these   unavoidable   alterations   and   repairs,    and  the  institu-  j 
tion  is  indebted  to  a  generous  public,  for  having  placed  the  means  { 
at  your  command  to  execute  them.      The   expenses    incurred  | 
are  defined  in  annexed  exhibit,  marked  A,  and  are  in  round  numbers  { 
about  seventeen  thousand  dollars,  whereof  seven  thousand  have  been  j 
paid,  and  the  remainder  will  be  paid  as  fast  as  we  think  it  can  safely  | 
be  done,  with  a  due  regard  for  the  interests  of  the  hospital,  after  } 
having  given  the  work  a  proper  trial  and  a  thorough  examination.  | 
We  have  made  available  all  the  old  materials  which  could  be  used, 
and  received  a  full  allowance  for  the  remainder  from  Messrs.  Baker, 
Smith  &  Co. ;   for  an  old  boiler,  for  which  we  had  no  further  use, 
we  received  the  sum  of  $1 75.    To  complete  the  work  of  this  year,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  have  the  steam  pipes  felted  wherever  too  much 
exposed,  and  where  the  heat  is  not  required — a  subject  to  which  the 
attention  of  your  committee  is  directed  at  the  present  time.
